I Hr. DICKOPf stated that he net the Cubans at the recent International 

i Criniaal Police Organisation (IhTKHPOL) Conference in Paris, France and that 
| a fourth Cuban, One YOWAtoSEVUCH rw—dned la Faria to negotiate purchases with 
’ a French Munitions manufacturer. TOKAT^ETTPCH did not visit Germany. 

Mr. DICKOFT said that he knew CA£YfiOVKH& from a previous IHtESPGL 
seetiag and described him as having a b ackg round in dentistry. CAtTSOVEHUF. 
had been Impr i son ed by CA3TSG but had dona some dental work, for the latter 
and was apparently, therefore, released. Mr. PICKUP V had the inpressioa that 
CA5T907£fQi was under the dbservctiCtt and control of the other two individual a , 
particularly of COHMUS, whoa he described as a "political ccasd. saar." 
AHQMLM appe a red to be a young non with an engineering background, not 
especially politically motivated, who appeared to have been exposed to American 
Influence. 

Mr. PICKOFF revealed tha t the Cubans had informed him that they wished 
to send twenty men to the KA for training, dr if this were not posalfile, to 
have two BKA men come to' Cuba Tor training purposes. Mr. DICKOPF noted that 
such tral ^ng prograrm especially for pandas not speaking German are extremely 
costly to his organisation in time, money and manpower, and that in addition, 
the Cuban request placed him in an extremely delicate situation, since on the 
one hand he did not wish to refuse the Cubans and perhaps as a result of this 
refusal have them turn to the Bast German* or Csechs; on the other hand, he 
did sot wish to antagonise the Halted States by agreeing to train them, since 
he understood that Doited :>tnte*«Cube& relations are quite strained. 

In connection with the foregoing, Mr. ilCKOPF further pointed out that 
any or ganisati on which agreed to help train the Cuban Police would have a great 
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advantage in future contact* with that organisation. 

On December 1&, 1959, General i). ?. pfcHAA T, Provoot Marshal,

at the recent Interpol conference in Pari*. Hie General pointed out that the 
Cuban delegation to Interpol was first listed as consisting of i, (probably 
Monsieur) TQMAffiKYITCH, Cooendante JeTc de la ecclon de Tranalto de la Polieia 
National ?ia volac ioaeria, fiavenaj fir.

He noted that although CA$TffiV£.8iiE had previously brought his wife 
and daughter to these seeeioa#, this tiw hi* family did not accompany him. 

General PiWAJd' said that shortly after the beginning of the session 
the btareUfC Castro- type TOS^/SKVITCh ceased to appear and that the Cuban 
Delegation then consisted of an individual believed to b« CGHHAUL.- with e 
Or-oucho Marx-type iseuateacfae, waoriug, a Lieutenant * a vinlfora with insignia 
aiadLlaar to that of the U.- , Anzy Judge Advocate * a branch } a young, suaooth- 
appe&rlng Harvard type individual believed to bo HAUL D1J.Z AiUUELLABi and, 
CAiif-HOWi^lSS. It was General PESAAr*# Impression that AF&UELlAt was in charge 
of the group since h* sat- between the two other# and appeared to be often 
consulted by them. 

rht* General stated that the Cuban Selegatioa attempted to have a 
resolution passed at the Interpol session which, in effect, would be calling for 
the apprehension and extradition of former aw sabers of the Cuban Police who had 
been accused of crime* by the Cuban Revolutionary Govern&tnt. This niotioa was 
regarded by may of the d e le g ate u m interjecting politic# into an organisation 
which was strictly ion-political in nature and the Cuban resolution w*a declared 
out of order by a tote of HG to 2, Venezuela being the only delegation to 
support Cuba. 

consequently, the Danish, Cuban and United states delegation# all 
extended invitations for the next Interpol face ting. Dens-ark withdrew in favor 
of tha United states, and Cuba in a bid for the conference, etade the offer that 
all expenses of the delegate* after arrival o» Cuban soil would be paid for by 
the Cuban Govensneixt. A vote was then taken and the delegates voted approxi/uatei 
30 to 6 in favor of holding -the next session in the United states.
